I t h e l p s t o g i v e t h e
cit y comp l e t e f l exi b i l i t y i n e st a b l i sh i n g t h e emp l oy e e s '
contribution as established by cit y o r d i na n ce o r r esol u t i on .
The employees may contribute an amount equal to, less than, or
greater than the employers contribution, and i t j u s t a dd s
f l e x i b i l i t y t o t he b i l l , and I am sure that the introducer does
not object to this. Thank you, Mr. President.
